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Course offerings may be decreased in some departments

Some departments have begun in- 
forming students that they are cutting 
back classes for the fall 2012 semester, 


leaving students with less course op- 
tions. 

Wayne Wright, associate professor 
and department chair of philosophy, 
sent an email stating that classes were 
canceled. 

“In order to ensure maximum en- 
rollment in courses while minimizing 
the total number of courses offered, 
we have been running fewer upper- 
division courses than we would pre- 
fer,’ Wright said. “We have instead 
run more lower-division courses with 
higher enrollments.” 

The main issue with the cuts in these 


departments is that students are not 
getting as much free range to explore 
and to intensively study a topic they 
specialize in. 

“Specialized courses tend to have 
lower enrollments, and we simply 
cannot afford that given our increased 
enrollment targets and reduced staff- 
ing resources,” Wright said. 

Although the cuts are not directly a 
result of the budget problems affecting 
Cal State Long Beach, the budget has 
made an impact. 

“The budget problems have prevent- 
ed us from hiring new tenure-track 


faculty to fill gaps in our program; 
chiefly, in ancient philosophy and phi- 
losophy of law,” Wright said. 

Other departments are not suffering 
as many cuts as the philosophy depart- 
ment. a 

“The budget cuts are universal 
throughout campus, but we are doing 
quite well in family and consumer sci- 
ences,” said Wendy Reiboldt, depart- 
ment chair of family and consumer 
sciences. 

Other departments are not having 
issues, but will not necessarily know 
how cuts will affect them until next 


spring. ‘ 

John Tsuchida, department chair of 
Asian and Asian American studies, 
said classes being cut in this depart- 
ment depend on the enrollment situa- 
tion. 

Last spring, the department of po- 
litical science had insufficient enroll- 
ment, and, as a result, some courses 
were cut. 

This fall, however, has not had the 
same effect. 

“We haven’t had to cut [any classes]

Cal State Long Beach students from 
Orange County can now take the Sev- 
enth Street bridge to get to school, a 
route that has been closed for a year. 

On Saturday morning, the north- 
bound J-405/westbound SR-22 Sev- 


enth Street bridge re-opened. 

“Tt would say approximately 25-30 
percent of the campus population, in- 
cluding faculty and staff, have been 
affected in some way by the Seventh 
Street bridge closure and the construc- 
tion on the entire project in general,” 
said Mark Rudometkin, general man- 
ager of CSULB Parking and Transpor- 
tation Services. ; 

The reconstruction of the Seventh 
Street connector is part of a larger 
$277 million West County Connectors 
project, partially funded by the Amert- 
can Recovery and Reinvestment Act, a 
2009 federal stimulus bill. 

The bridge closed on April 18 
of last’ year for a reconstruction to 
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Students get training on sex education, contraception

Student representatives from 15 
California colleges, including Cal State 
Long Beach, assembled on campus for 
a weekend of training in the latest in- 
formation on reproductive health and 

’ rights. 

The training, hosted by Reproduc- 
tive Justice Leadership Institute, fo- 
cused on topics such as contraception, 
comprehensive sex education and the 
economic, social, political and cultural 
barriers young people face when ac- 
cessing reproductive health care. 

The weekend was _ coordinated 


through a combined effort from the na- 
tional associates of pro-choice organiza- 
tion, Choice USA, and student members 
of the Choice USA CSULB chapter. 

The event began Friday at noon with 
a workshop that acted as an introduc- 
tion to reproductive justice. 

“Reproductive justice is making 
sure that everyone, no matter their 
race, class, gender or sexuality, has 
the resources and education they 
need to make informed decisions 
about their bodies,” said Sara Cas- 
tledine, a senior women’s, gender 
and sexuality studies major and the 
organizational director of Choice 
USA chapter. 

Several field associates from 
Choice USA’s national headquar- 
ters in Washington D.C. conducted the 
training, including CSULB alumnus 
Andrew Jenkins. 

Jenkins founded the Choice USA 
campus chapter in 2010 and has been 
working at the national level since Jan- 
uary 2012. 


According to Jenkins, this is the sec- 
ond Reproductive Justice Leadership 
Institute in the nation. 

“We really want to make an impact 
in California, and one of the reasons 
why we chose to host the institute at

CSULB is because we have such strong 
student leaders here,” he said. 
Castledine took over as director of 
the chapter when Jenkins graduated in 
2011. A lot of the work the chapter does 
focuses on comprehensive sex’ education 
— making sure students have access to 


accurate information on campus. 
“During Halloween, we distributed 
goodie bags that included condoms 


with instructions on how to use them ~° 


properly,’ said Vanessa Durand, a 

senior women’s, gender and sexual- 
ity studies major and Choice USA 
chapter leader. 

In addition to its work in compre- 
hensive sex education, the chapter 
supports local organizations and 
advocates for policies that uniquely 
impact young people. 

During the 2010 midterm elec- 
tions, the chapter conducted a cam- 
paign to raise awareness and regis- 
tered more than 1,000 students to 
vote. 

“We wanted to get more young 
people on campus politically engaged 
and turn it into an education campaign 
where we mobilize college students to 
care about comprehensive sex educa- 
tion and reproductive health services,” 
Jenkins said. 

As part of its organizing efforts, sev- 


eral chapter leaders, including Castle- 
dine and Durand, were on hand over the 
weekend to help student participants 
learn the fundamentals of reproductive 
justice. ; 

The training ended Sunday after- 
noon with several workshops that. fo- 
cused on leadership skills, strategies 
for organizing and an introduction to 
policy work. 

Choice USA is a youth-driven and 
youth-led organization. The goal of the 
weekend was to give students the tools 
and confidence they need to empower 
themselves and take action within their 
own communities. 

Natalie Rivera, a senior women’s, 
gender and sexuality studies major, was 
a participant in the training. 

“Listening to the speakers talk 
about policy and legislature, | actually 
learned a lot,” Rivera said. “I’m a pre- 
med student, so I’m hoping to change 
the system — bring my activism and 
advocate for women and all people of 
any identity.” 
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Even the actual purpose of the lock- 
ers has been compromised, he said. 
There have been incidences where art 
students had their projects and_valu-. 
ables ruined by spray painters. 

“When people tag on the lockers, it 
goes through the small slits and dam- 
ages personal property,” Miles said. 

The spray paint also affects the ven- 
tilation system connected to the first 
floor. When someone tags the room, 
it’s not only seen, but smelled as well. 

“It stinks in there and it’s poison- 
ous,” senior drawing and painting ma- 
jor Francisco Palomares said. “It’s an- 
-noying because you can’t get any work 
done. It’s too potent.” 

Sometimes, when the smell is at its 
worst, students and faculty have had to 
leave the building while it airs out. 

“T have to hold my breath when I go 
in there,” sophomore studio art major 
Jenice Kang said. 

Still, many students don’t know the 
repercussions and problems the deco- 
rated room causes. 

“T thought it was a really cool place 
for art students to show off their tal- 
ents,” sophomore kinesiology major 
Matthew Downey said. 

Other students said the art lockers 
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Marie Umeda, sophomore, does some last minute work in the Fine 
Arts locker room before heading to class. 


should have murals, like they did in the 
past. 

“Tt used to be actual murals,” junior 
animation major George Goryan said. 
“Tt would be cool to go back to that and 
if people got permission to paint murals 
instead of what it is now.” 

In an effort to remedy the situation, 
there has been talk among the art de- 
partment, facilities management, risk 
management and the University Police. 

Ideas about how to remedy the situ- 
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ation have been discussed, but no final 
solution has been agreed upon. 

One idea includes demolishing the 
current lockers and rebuilding them at 
an outside location, but a low amount of 
funds may make this difficult to attain. 

For now, art students found tagging 
are asked to stop. 

“There’s definitely no shortage of 
other outlets to show off artwork,” 
Miles_said. “Put all that energy. onto a 
canvas.”

parking lots during the day,” Rudo- 
metkin said.

LBCC staff face layoffs, reduced contracts 


Staff troubles cause 
difficulty for students 
attempting to transfer.

Students at Long Beach City College 
might find it harder to transfer after the 
LBCC Board of Trustees unanimously 
agreed on a budget plan that will lay off 
55 employees, as well as reduce 96 con- 
tracts in order to save $5.1 million. 

Nearly 40 percent of LBCC’s classi- 


fied staff will be affected by this deci- 
sion made on Tuesday. 

Along with recent tuition hikes, these 
staff layoffs could affect students’ abil- 
ity to transfer to their desired schools, 
including Cal State Long Beach. 

“St may well affect the number of 
LBCC students able to meet CSULB 
admissions requirements,” David Dow- 
ell, vice provost for planning and bud- 
get at CSULB, said via email. 

The layoffs were made exclusively 
to classified staff, which includes cus- 
todians, maintenance workers, instruc- 
tional aides and secretaries. 

Only 12 of the layoffs included man- 
agement, whereas the reduced contracts 
were shortened from 12 months to 10 or

11 months. 

Many students and staff gathered 
in protest in response to the layoffs. 
Students are worried about how this 
might affect their graduation and abil- 
ity transfer. 

“Budget reductions in community 
colleges such as LBCC do impact the 
chances that students will get needed 
classes and transfer to CSULB,” DON: 
ell said. 

Because of similar cuts to the budget, 
students are finding it harder to transfer 
in the two years that is expected. 

“T haven’t met a person that trans- 
ferred in two years yet,” said Kevin 
Wong, sophomore accounting major at 
LBCC. 
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for the fall,’ said Teresa Wright, po- 
litical science department chair. 

Some students are also concerned 
with how the budget cuts are affecting 
classes, and how they will deal with 
these cuts in order to enroll in the 
classes they need to graduate. 

“The budget cuts are causing me to 
choose less classes because | feel like 
it may affect the teachers’ incentive 
to work as hard, and the intensity of 
the course material in general,” said 
Cayley Conrado, freshman fashion 
merchandising and design major. 

Picking classes seems to be a prob- 
lem for some students this upcoming 
semester. 

Jason Tully, junior journalism ma- 


jor, said he has learned to plan two or 
three semesters ahead. 

“What is offered during the fall 
may not be available next spring — 
it’s almost like you have to develop a 
strategy to graduate on time,” Tully 
said. 

Although students’ choices are be- 
ing reduced, students are still able 
to get classes that will allow them to 
satisfy their major or minor require- 
ments. 

However, the classes that students, 
are able to take in order to satisfy 
those requirements may not always 
coincide with the classes that students 
want to take. 

“Students may settle for a felis that 
fulfills a requirement, but not neces- 
sarily the class that they want or that 
will benefit them the most when they 
graduate,” Tully said. 
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Cash-strapped students should avoid meters 


When the news first broke that 
CSULB would be getting rid of all 
the coin-operated parking meters on 
campus and replacing them with elec- 
tronic pay 
stations, 
it seemed 
to make 
sense. People rarely carry change 
around anymore, and most college 
students need to save every quarter. 
they have to pay for laundry, another 
one of the last coin-operated systems 
in existence. 

Making the parking meters electron- 
ic meant that students could use credit 
cards to park, which makes using the 
metered spaces a lot easier. 

Now that the pay stations have been 
in use for a few months, it is clear that 
this was nothing more than a way for 
the school to get more of our money 
with another unfair and annoying 
system.

Unfortunately, these electronic stations run painfully slow. This 
often leads to a line of people waiting to pay for their parking while 


their class starts without them. 


Also, another one of the main features of a parking meter 
has been completely forgotten. People who need to park for five 
minutes to drop off something at Brotman Hall, or turn in an 
assignment for class will have to pay $2 for an entire hour of park- 
ing. There is no option for increments of time less than one hour.

privatization of the CSU system, and 
severe restrictions to student access. 
If we accept the Chancellor’s pro- 
posals without a fight, it is virtually 
guaranteed that far fewer students 
will have a chance to obtain admis- 
sion to the CSU, and current students 
will have ever-increasing fees and 


tuition, fewer and larger classes, 
and a more transient faculty, while 
undergoing even greater pressure to 
graduate in reduced time frames. 

The argument that there is no 
money in the state or the country to 
support students’ right to education 
is a false one. 

The root to the problem lies in 
the severe, immoral inequities in the 
distribution of wealth. 

Rather than accept that we should 
fight each other over crumbs from 
the table, we should insist on taking 
our rightful place at that same table, 
by having the wealthiest.A mericans 
pay their fair share toward the cost of 
educating our’population. Education 
is a human right, not a privilege. 

As we faculty push back against 
these threats, we carry your interests 
along with the fight for our own. 

Our interests are intertwined, not 
separate. 

We stand with you. Please stand 
with us. Together we rise.

creepiness In 
dance concert

The Department of Dance at Cal 
State Long Beach opened its spring 
faculty concert last week with a spe- 
cial piece by Jiri Kylian staged by Fiona 
Lummis, formerly of the Netherlands 
Dance Theater (NDT). 

CSULB’s dance program has a 
strong emphasis on modern dance, but 
this concert had a refreshing nod. to 
ballet. That, combined with the special 
guest choreography, made the concert 
an enjoyable evening for the audience. 

The show, which took place last 
Wednesday through Sunday, opened 
with “Set and Drift” by Lorin John- 
son. The dancers were in pointe ballet 
shoes, but the work had a modern, live- 
ly flair to it. The piece also poked fun 
at typical ballets with over-exaggerated 
Swan Lake-esque arms and fawning. 
The dancers frequently toed the lies be- 
tween ballet and modern transitioning 
from bent, broken arms to long, flowing 
arms. The piece ended with the dancers

fighting for the limelight until all but 
one dancer had been pushed down. 

“Fallen Angels” by Jiri Kylian, re- 
nowned artistic director of the NDT, 
was staged by special guest choreog- 
rapher Lummis for the spring concert. 

The piece began with no music as 
the dancers walked over barriers to the 
front of the stage. Then, the silence was 
replaced with loud tribal drums. The 
dancers used a lot of isolations, bal- 
letic arms and energetic movements. 
The dancers rarely changed formation 
and didn’t travel much, but the combi- 
nation of African dance, modern dance 
and ballet was enough to keep the audi- 
ences’ attention for the entirety of the 
dance. 

After intermission, “Secret Dark 
World” by Keith Johnson premiered. 
This piece started with darkness and 


a woman’s voice saying, “That’s it! 
That’s a big boy,” as a male dancer 
crawled and then gradually walked 
across the stage. 

This piece portrayed the dancers as 
children playing together. Music, remi- 
niscent of a jungle gym, set the tone for 
childlike contact improvisation-based 
movement, handstands and games like 
London-bridges-falling-down. The 
trio of female dancers broke apart and 
had their own piece; complete with 
hair pulling, gossiping and all the 
other things little girls put each other 
through. Then, the kids crashed, the 
music stopped and it was naptime. 

Darkness set in again and the mood 
felt heavier. One girl, wearing a blind- 
fold, woke up as another walked one of 
the boys on a leash, while he wore noth- 
ing but his underpants. Two other boys 


in their underwear wore monkey and 
elephant masks while jumping around. 
It was decidedly creepy, but this second 
portion of the piece’s theme was rather 
unclear. It could have been anything 
from mental illness to child pornog- 
raphy, but in any case the title “Secret 
Dark World” was very apt. 

All of the other dancers took turns 
lifting and pushing the blindfolded girl. 
At last, they all crowded around her and 
pulled the blindfold off. Gradually, the 
nightmare ended and the dancers went 
back to being carefree children. 

The piece started out with the poten- 
tial to steal the show, but ended with a 
bad taste in your mouth. But perhaps 
that was the choreographer’s intention.
